mutation at position of 443 to 445, a vector, and a recombinant cell, and a composition 
comprising an isolated nucleic acid comprising the sequence of SEQ ID NO:3, or a fragment, or 
derivative thereof. 

This election is made without traverse and without prejudice to the inclusion of 
the subject matter of the non-elected claims in any later-filed application. 
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Favorable examination of claims 1-17, and 27 is respectfully requested.
